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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Areuments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-22 and 36-38 have been considered but 

are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Applicant has amended the claims to be of a scope not previously considered. Applicant 
has amended the claims consistent with applicant's argument that the prior art relied on in the 
previous office action fail to show, disclose and/or teach certain aspects of applicant's invention 
now recited in the claims filed on 06/04/2007. 

Claims 1-22 and 36-38 contain allowable subject matter. The restriction requirement 
between Inventions I and n related as combination and subcombination species, and fiirther 
requiring applicant to elect a single specie related to Group I, as set forth in the Office action 
^ mailed on 03/16/2005, has been reconsidered in view of the allowability of claims to the elected 
invention pursuant to MPEP § 821.04(a). The restriction requirement is hereby withdrawn as 
to any claim that requires all the limitations of an allowable claim. Claims 2-7 and 10-22, 
directed to the non-elected species are no longer withdrawn from consideration because the 
claim(s) requires all the limitations of an allowable claim. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant is advised 
that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or 
includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may 
be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the 
claims of the instant application. 

Once a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no 
longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 1211, 1215, 170USPQ 129, 131-32 (CCPA 1971).

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC $ 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, in line 10, the recitation "lower ring the burner control" is vague. It 
appears the word - - of - - should be inserted between "lower ring" and "the burner 
control". 

Claim 13 recites the limitation " the bum control" and "the bum control cover". 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 36-38 allowed. 

Claims 2-12 and 14-22 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
